•In the‘dteantime th<? tribesmen assem¬ 
bled and a pow-wow was held with the 
chief presiding. Apparently a decision 
was reached to free the prisoners, and 
moreover It is said tliut threat® were 
held out agajnnt Mr. McDougall, The 
Indians nr© said to have hesitated in 
their d©iiberations between shooting or 
drowning the officer. 

Finally, headed by the chief jQrrnyed 
in the splendid uniform presented to his 
predecessor, th© Indians demanded the 
release of their trihexmeu. They forcibly 
freed them and relieved Constable Mc¬ 
Dougnll of big weapon* of defence. The 
representative of the police was absolute¬ 
ly powerless in the face of overwhelming 
number®, v \ ...

AROUBISHOP QF PARIS

She bod appar¬ 
ently been enticed* from the big house on 
the reserve to a distance of about three 
hundred yard® Into the wood®. The body 
wa® found the next day with the head al- 
niost ©ever«*d from the body. The pockets 
had been rifled, pointing to money having 
been -the motive for the deed. 

Provincial Officer Woolacott Investigated 
It. When all the circumstances were 
brought to the attention of Supt. Hussey, 
the latter decided that the chief of the 
Nawytll Indian®, Sefcwld, should be pro¬ 
ceeded against for plotting to defeat the 
ends of Justice. It was set forth that the 
old chief had advised *t*he Indian® of the 
tribes concerned that they should not reveal 
anjtMng respecting the circumstances of 
the murder. 

The chief wn© accordingly proceeded 
against under the criminal code, convJeted 
and sentenced to wine month*’ Imprison¬ 
ment for conspiring to defeat the. end* of 
Jostle©. 

The eblef In consequence mod© a state¬ 
ment Implicating several Indian* In the 
morder. Mr. Hnescy b-n® been absent 
*om© day® going Into the subject. H© got 
considerable additional Information, but 
many ©f the Indian® were absent on hunt¬ 
ing expeditions and elsewhere. Tb© fur¬ 
ther Investigation ©f It ha® been left *0 the 
band* of Constable Woolacott.
